The Monthly Summary of Statistics, Australia contains, at the time of 
printing, the latest available data on a wide range of topics. It provides a 
comprehensive overview of the economic and social conditions in 
Australia. 


In the contents pages, tables of series containing seasonally adjusted 
indicators are marked with a dagger (7). 


As well as being adjusted for normal seasonal factors, some of the 
statistical series included in the Monthly Summary of Statistics, Australia 
have been adjusted for the effects of calendar variation: namely, 
‘trading-day’ effects (arising from the varying numbers of Sundays, 
Mondays, Tuesdays, etc. in a month) and the influence of movable 
holidays, for example, Easter and Australia Day. 


Trend estimates are shown for some series in which the seasonally 
adjusted series have been smoothed to reduce the impact of the 
irregular component.

Hence, small discrepancies may occur 
between annual data and totals derived by summing the data for each of 
the four quarters. 


Most of the original and all of the seasonally adjusted series are subject 
to revision. 


The ABS has a far wider range of information on Australia than that 
contained in this publication. Information is available in the form of 
regular publications, electronic data services, special tables and from 
investigations of published and unpublished data.
